There no longer is any neces- 
sity for Uplanders to delay in get- 
ting in the scrap, as the local drive 
for junk materials starts tomor- 
row, it is pointed out by Howard 
N. Mason, who today announces 
the location of salvage depots 
which have been set up through- 
out the city by district salvage 
wardens, 

Tomorrow and every day there- 
after Upland residents are asked 
to take their accumulation of junk 
to the salvage depot nearest their 
address. At regular intervals, the 
city truck will pick up the mater- 
jals at these concentration points 
and haul them to the main salvage 
depot at Sixth avenue and the 
Santa Fe tracks. Residents also 
may take their scrap to the main 
depot if they so desire. 

Signs with which to post all 
Salvage depot lots have been or- 
dered and will be placed on the 
lots as soon as possible, Mr. Ma- 
son said. Cards also are being 
printed, giving the location of the 
salvage lot In each district, and 
these will be delivered to every 
house in Upland by air raid war- 
dens when they deliver copies of 
the new dimout order, as soon as 
the latter are received.
